The 440 pages massive 
tome has been well worth waiting for. 
The gigantic effort Is bound to be a 
standard reference work. 


UFO-related periodicals. This list Is un¬ 
fortunately not very up to date» Several 
magazines have closed down and other Impoi— 
tant ones are left out. The bibliography 
covers 617 titles. 


Editors Ronald Story and Richard Green- 
well- have arranged the entries Into three 
general categories; cases, people and 
features on various aspects of the UFO 
controversy. Each category Is represen¬ 
ted by roughly one hundred entries. The 
persona 1-1 ties are given a brief biogra¬ 
phical sketch, usually Including a pho¬ 
tograph and a "position statement". 

As far as I have been able to check there 
are very few factual errors In the entri¬ 
es, which In Itself Is a great achieve¬ 
ment for a first edition. The general to¬ 
ne Is one of objectivity, a balance bet¬ 
ween be.lle.f and scepticism.

The last five years we have noted a re¬ 
surgence of Interest in the ’’we-are-pro- 
perty" theme. This new trend is coming up 
both in UFO, and occult I i ferature. Among 
intellectuals this is viewed as an examp I ( 
of the increasing neurotic insecurity and 
paranoia of our times. 

In this genre we find the works of Keel 
:and .Vallee, especial ly."Messcrigers of 
Deception". Other titles are "Secret of 
the Ages", Brinsley le Poer Trench; "the 
I Iluminoids", .Neal Wilgus and "Cosmic 
Trigger - The Final Secret of the Illumi¬ 
nati", Robert Anton WiI son. 

The latest effort in this direction is 
"The Dark Gods" by Anthony Roberi's and 
Geoff Gilbertson. The foreword has, some¬ 
what reluctantly, been written by Golin 
Wifson, who doesn’t share the authors con¬ 
clusions. Roberts.and Gilbertson are ob¬ 
viously connoisseurs of the occult. The 
first part of the book begins very promi¬ 
sing with an overview of the whole comp¬ 
lex of paraphysi cal entities, UFOs, cults 
and organizations promoting occult belief- 
systems. 

Relying heaveiyon the writings of Keel 
the authors have done some good homework 
digging'up-fascinating parallels between 
reports of "u Itraterres'i'rial s" through¬ 
out history and from various frames of 
reference. The only trouble Is that they 
view everything in ihe light of their 
own particular brand of paranoia - the 
Illuminati - the Dark Gods conspiracy. 

Every UFO cult and occult group are, un¬ 
witting pawns in the game. Theosophists, 
Anthroposophists, even tiie peaceful 
Findhorn community are inspired by the 
Dark Gods. "The course of recent history 
has been secretly and ruthlessly control¬ 
led by smalI groups of self-appointed 
’elitists’ who are servantV of evil and 
who seek to establish the rule of the 
Dark Gods in .a he|,l-on-earl'h over which 
they wiI I preside. They (under the aus- 
.peces of their dark masters) are the. 
■’illuminated ones’ the servants of Luci¬ 
fer, the Light-bririger of darkness, who 
.represent? the leader in terrestrial 
'myth of‘the legions of demons here ter¬ 
med uItraterrestria! forces".

- ting words. There is a clear feedback 
or consciousness-ref lecting effect’tn 
many observations of ultraterrestrials. 
That "angels" are liars doesn’t neces¬ 
sarily meen they are evil. They could 
simply be energy-beings reacting to 
the psychic atmosphere. Esotericlsts 
speak of "the creations of the created", 
that is - we can with our mindpower 
create our own devils and demons. 

Mans greatest enemy has always been man.

"Inoculated" - by way of radiation 
beams - an alien device Into his back. 
Thfs device has now become a part of 
his body and "medical science on earth 
wouldn’t understand the purpose of It". 

It Is a kind of transmitter-receiver 
■which works according to the orders of 
the humanoids. In this way they have 
knowledge about a 11’of his thoughts. 

Also Esko had a similar device Implan¬ 
ted Into his forehead, but - according 
to Aarno - Esko has been "set aside’’- 
by the aliens, due to his dishonest ac¬ 
tions towards other people. 

Aarno further wrote that he has been 
given extra-senSory powers by his huma¬ 
noid friends. Once he received knowled¬ 
ge about a burglary and he senced who 
was the guilty one.'He told the police, 
who caught the thief. This Is an example 
of pre-cognitIon, Aarno wrote, a. gift ; 
from.the a Ilen humanoids. Aarno was .by 
now (Nov.‘ 1972) awaiting further con¬ 
tacts and Intended to ask hIs'aI.len 
friends to be taken "for a voyage In 
thelr vehIcle... 

(The story goes on and widens In tracks 
quite typical of UFO lore. Aamos nega-- 
tlve words of Esko may reflect the anti¬ 
pathy he had had'for his fellow since.'

Woman tloats_down from_hover]^n 2 cloud 

On Sept. 4, 1972, at 184.5 hours, Aarno 
was out for a tour on his motor-scooter 
when he noticed he was followed by a 
.smaI I. "cloud". The "cloud" passed him 
at an altitude of 20 meters. Aarno 
stopped his scooter. 

He saw two feet coming out of the bot¬ 
tom of "the cloud" and subsequently the 
alien woman, from his earller contacts, 
floated down towards him. She landed 
on earth, resting on her side, saying; 
"Don’t be afraid. I am your friend from 
another planet. We have met before". 

This time 'she wore brown shoes and a 
brown dress.’ Before returning she gave 
Aarno her hand. When he took It he noti¬ 
ced that she wore a thin glove. She 
drew out the middle one of the, three 
antennas on her ball, which she had In 
her hand, and then glided upwards In the 
same manner as she had come down. At 
this time Aarno noticed a weakwhlrl- 
wlnd. The woman entered the ball-1 Ike 
cloud, which took off straight up Into 
the heaven at great speed. 

A new obj^ect_on the Jaf}*-^ 

(This Is Aarnos fourth encounter.with 
the woman which allegedly occured about 
one month after Jorrtia received his first 
letter from Aarno. Details are from UFO¬ 
AIKA nr 2/1973,and from another letter 
to Jorma;) 

On Dec 10 Aarno was :On his way, through 
the woods, to visit a .neighbour (Mr. 
Vaananen) a walk of.about I 1/2 kilome¬ 
ters. It Was 1730 hours as he spotted an 
object with- a vividly, red cupola on Its 
bottom. The machine was 5.to 7 meters 
In diameter. In fact, the sighting occur¬ 
ed at the same spot as the Jan. 1970 en¬ 
counter. 

Aarno became frightened and ran the re¬ 
maining part of the distance to his neigh 
bour. Arriving, he told him that he had- 
seen the UFO land In the woods amongst 
I-2 meters taI I young bIrch-trees. His 
neighbour did not believe him, however, 
and Aarno made no further attempts to 
convince him.' . 

(Aarno Is always alone. It seems, when 
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these startling things allegedly happen 
to him. A pattern we have seen from ma¬ 
ny other cases, for instance'the Danish 
case of the fake UFO photographer and 
alleged contactee Jorma Viita (6t.) ~ ■ 

The 2 lrl_fj^oats 2 n_'’beams”_ • 

Two. hours later. Heinohen starts for 
home on the same path as •before. Arri¬ 
ving at the spot where he last saw the 
UFO he notices a heavy wind towards him, 
which increases to the force of a gale. 
Aarno couldn't move and when he stopped 
he spotted the humanoid woman coming 
from behind sqme pines, asking: "My 
friend, why did you run away? I wanted 
you no harm and you haven't done me any 
harm either". 

It was so dark Aarno couldn't see the 
girl's face but her clothing shone in 
a Yellow, phosphorus tone. Her yellow 
shoes w$re conntected to the rest of 
her dress. From the bottom of the shoes 
came a "beam" in.such a way that the 
foot never touched the ground. As she 
lifted her foot this "beam" became 
thicker. Aarno asked why she had this 
"transparent thing" under her feet. She 
answered that she could walk on the 
snow without leaving traces. The nature 
of the beam was unknown to Heinonen as 
well as to al I otheT* earthm’en, she stated. 

Aarno J[ooses_hj_s_camera 

Aarno had brought his camera on this 
occasion, but the girl took it, asking 
if he had taken pictures. Aarno answe¬ 
red that he had. Then the girl dropped 
something from her hand and when Aarno 
bent down to pick it up, the girl and 
the camera just disappeared into thin 
air. This is the last time Aarno.had 
seen the girl and his camera, as far as 
we know. He now thinks he has done some¬ 
thing ’wrong, when he tried to photograph 
the girl. 

Ihe stone

The^object he picked up was an egg-sha¬ 
ped stone, white on the ends and.deeply 
engtaved with a "T"-like symbol. Aarno 
got.the fee Iihg that this stone had a 
■ strange, power and he became incapable 
of working and got pains in his joints. 
(According to a Finnish pfoiogist the 
stone became, hot in such a way that it 
couldn't be kept indoors). 


One night, as Aarno awoke, he took the 
stone In his hand and wished for the hu¬ 
manoids to come’to him. immediately a 
light, as large as a man's fist, came . 
floating tbrought the room, but. then w 
disappeared up the chimney. Aarno wrote 
that he thought he couId contact -the 
humanoids at will in this way. 

Aarno throws_the_stone._awa^ 

On New Year's Eve (1972) Aarno was "or¬ 
dered" to throw the stone into the 
nearby lake. On the .same evening he 
went to Esko tel Ling him .he had to 
throw it away. He did not do this, 
however, and on the next evening (New 
Year's .Day 1973) he went to Esko again 
now tel Iing him he .Intended to hide 
the stone beneath a barn. Returning 
home, a big axe, the sixe of half-a- 
meter and without a handle, suddenly 
appeared on the path ip front of him. 

The axe was vividly red, but did not 
ref Iect Iight. Aarno looked at the axe 
for about 30 seconds, then it" disappear- 
red. Aarno allegedly went straight to a 
hole in'the ice and threw the stone into 
the deepest part of the lakel 

(By now: the reader will ask himself: 

Where will th.is end? Where is this chain 
of absurd events taking us? Reporting 
thris, isn't asking a bit too much In 
the way o.f_ beJ ieving in one single wit¬ 
ness's credibi I ity? - Yes, I am not as¬ 
king you to believe, just to listen to 
what Aarno tells us allegedly happened 
.to him, whether this may be objective, 
physical experiences or some form of psy¬ 
chic or psychological phenomena. 

In my 1973 writhings on this case I com¬ 
mented that the incidents seemed "more 
like sagas and myths than a logical

Re2nonen_d1sapgears r^abduction_or.>.? 

On Good Friday'of 1973, Tapani Kuningas, 
editor of UFOAIKA and-the author of se¬ 
veral Finnish UFO books, had., made an ap- 

- pointment with Aarno, since he had, re- 

! ceived perfiilssion to; publish. Aarno'si 

private "UFO djary". 
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Aarno had somehow misunderstood their 
agreement and stayed home. When KunIngas 
arrived at Esko VIIjo’s place (the place 
where they were to meet) Aarno wasn’t • 
there and so they went to the Helnonen- 
place of living. But Helnonen, In turn, 
had spotted their car and gone to VII jo, 
by another path-way. He also brought 
his diary along with Im. 

KunIngas and Vlijo stayed In Helnonen's 
home waiting for him to come. Vlljo went 
out several times to search for Aarno 
but did not succeed In finding him. Only 
three hours later did Aarno turn up. He 
couldnjt explain where he had beOn. In¬ 
stead he took out his diary, which he 
had kept In his jacket, and started to 
study it. 

It was only later. In a letter from Aar¬ 
no, that kunIngas got an explanation : 
for Helnonens strange behaviour. Aarno 
had taken a short-cut passing the scene 
of the 1970 encounter. There he had seen 
two black creatures but continued to¬ 
wards VIIjo’s home not caring about them. 
Not finding VIIjo and KunIngas at VII- 
jo’s place he returned along the same 
path. 

The two black, hairy creatures were 
still In the same pi ace when he retur¬ 
ned. What then happened, Aarno hardly 
recollects. Suddenly he "found himself" 
on a mountain, two klIometers'away. 


He says he has foggy memories of being 
In a round room where the walls were 
covered by "cameras". (Source: UFOAIKA 
nr 6/73). . 

Concj_uslon_ 

Was Helnonen abducted, or was this clai¬ 
med experience of his a "trick" to make . 
him more Interesting In the eyes of 
Finland’s leading UFO researcher? 1 
wish I knew! Here ends my track of the 
ImjarvI case and I would be grateful to 
know what happned next. Seven years ha¬ 
ve passed since we last heard of Aarno 
(and Esko). 

Helnonen seemed to be a lonely man. At 
the age. of 38 he was still IIving with 
his parents In a house without electri¬ 
city. His main Interests were sports and 
fishing. The 1970 Incident seemed extre¬ 
mely trust-worthy and well-detalled. ... 
What a.'"e we to think of this turn of 
events? Old Aarno become a victim of 
the phenomenon? Was he InvalIdated not 
only physIcaMy (rumours have Tt that 
he was' unable to work for several years) 
but also in a psychological sense?

The esoteric intervention theory 

-A PRELIMINARY SOURCE STUDY

A few years ago It would have been al¬ 
most Impossible to seriously discuss 
something like the esoteric Interven¬ 
tion theory. You would Immediately be 
associated with the cultlsts and the 
lunatic fringe. But today the situation 
within ufology Is somewhat different, 
the writing, of Vallee, Keel and others 
have opened up new vistas, new possi¬ 
bilities and to.a large extent changed 
the Ideological trends In ufology. 

In his latest book "Messengers of Decep¬ 
tion", Jacques VaI lee presents several 
theories to account for the obvious 
strangeness of UFO phenomena. One of 
these Is the esoteric Intervention the¬ 
ory (I): "Let us assume, for the sake 
of argument, that one or several groups 
of men had In fact learned to control 


some physical processes by means that 
ord I nary. exper Ience wou I d ca 11 ’ Mag leal’ 

. Suppose .lt had developed a way to 
project scenes at a distance, td control 
and amplify psychokinetfc abilities of 
human subjects, or to create entitles si¬ 
milar to the ’tulpas’ of Tibetan folk¬ 
lore... The persons control 11ng such a 
’psychotronic technology’ might even 
have already achieved contact with other 
forms of consciousness, and might know 
the real nature of UFOs, or they might 
try to convince others that they do". 

This theory or myth, vlth minor varia¬ 
tions, has been a constant feature In 
bccult and mystical IItterature through- 
hout the ages,. It resembles, and has 
much of the archetypal qualities' of the 
master concept In modern theosophy or the 
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mystical romanticism of Shangri-La In 
James HI I tons'novel Lost Horizon. In this 
article I wish to present some literary 
sources anent this theory. 

Actually I got the original Inspiration 
for this study from John Keel. In his 
magazine Anomaly (2) he mentioned a book 
called The Ultimate Frontier by Ekial 
Kueshana (pseudonym for'Richard Kleninger). 
This autobiography by Mr Kleninger des¬ 
cribes how early In life he was contacted 
by a secret brotherhood and given the 
mission of starting a community, based on 
the ’’lemurlan philosophy”. This comm-nity, 
called Stelle, Is now flourishing In 
Illinois. 

According to this source there are seven 
’’Lesser Brotherhoods”. In the world all . 
working together (3): ’’The Brotherhoods 
... each,maintains a physical headquar¬ 
ters hidden within a mountain retreat. 

They remain far removed from the Inter¬ 
ference of men and the machinations of 
civilization. In short, there Is no way 
to Identify them or to find them”. 

The flying saucers used by these ancient 
brotherhodds Is described thus (4): 

’’The ones which are from this planet are 
saucer-shaped of generally trapezoidal 
cross-sect I On with three hemispherical 
engine pods on the underside. They were 
first developed by man on this planet 
about 20.000 years ago and have been used 
by members of the Lesser Brotherhoods 
continously since that time”. 

This Information somewhat startled me as 
here was a clear description of the clas¬ 
sic Adamskl-type saucer. Through personal 
correspondence I learned that Mr Kleninger 
(5) ’’has heard of Adamskl... (but) Is not 
at all familiar with his experiences”. 
Regarding the brotherhoods'retreats the ' 
Imp IIcatIons are that-because of their 
combined use of highly developed tech¬ 
nology and psychic powers they can keep 
their retreats,secret from unwelcome 
Intruders, ’’...there are Isolated places- 
In the world which are safe from detec¬ 
tion, and the Brothers know where those 
places-are”. 

Several ufologists maintain that part of 
thephenom^non could be staged by a group 
with the aim to change our concepts of 
reality and.thereby our consciousness. 
Vallee advances the theory of a control 
system, a way to condition our social be¬ 
havior. It Is Interesting to note that 


the same was said regarding the spiri¬ 
tistic phenomena a century ago. 

The theosophlst Charles Leadbeater claims 
In his book ’’The Astral Plane” to_have 
met such a group..They have their head- 
quaters on the American continent .and 
have existed since Atlantean times, ac¬ 
cording to Leadbeater ■ (6): ’’The Chiefs . 
of the Lodge, though they have always 
kept themselves and their society In the 
background, have nevertheless done what 
they could from time to time to assist 
the progress of truth In the world. Near¬ 
ly a century ago. In despair at the ram¬ 
pant materialism which seemed to be stif¬ 
ling all spirituality In Europe and Ame¬ 
rica, they determined to make an attempt 
to combat It by somewhat novel methods - 
In point of fact to offer opportunities 
by which any reasonable man could ac¬ 
quire absolute proof of that life apart 
from .the physical body which It was the 
tendency of science to deny. The phenome¬ 
na exhibited were not In themselves new... 
but their definite organization - their 
production as It were to order - these 
were features distinctly new to the modern 
world. The movement which they thus set 
on foot gradually grew Into the vast fab¬ 
ric of modern■spIrltuaI Ism... 

A Similar view Is held by the theosophl- 
cal writer Dane Rudhyar, who In ’’Occult 
Preparations for a New Age” compares 
spiritualism and ufology (7): 

’’Both movements .represent an attempt at 
expanding consciousness and human con¬ 
tacts, and It will be Interesting to see 
whether, after. 1975, the occult ’messen¬ 
ger’ announced by H.P.B (Blawatsky) will 
use the UFO concept to gain public notice, 
and soon after also show that the usual 
Interpretation given to flying saucers 
and space-people. Is not the correct one”. 

As Vallee ringly points but In ’’The Edge 
of Reality” (8): ’’there I s-no occu 11 ' 

school that has a tradition of UFOs”. 

Many of them speaks-qf alrvehlcl^s used 
by earlier civlIIzations but noth Ing Is 
mentioned of a high technology In secret 
groups living In our time. As far aS I 
am aware-the,only exception Is the teach¬ 
ing of Stel le ,but their material was not 
pub I 1 shed-unt11 after the beglnnlng'of 
the UFO era. 

In the November, T947'lssub of Fantastic 
Stories an article - ’’Son'of the Sun” - 
appeared (9) which Is related to the above 
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problem. Although it was pub 1.1 shed .before 
the contectee era It contains rru'Ch that 
' was later told by AdamskIMonger, Fry 
and others. The arti-cle begins: ”We are 
already here, among you. Some of us have 
always been here, with you, yet apa.rt 
fromyou, watching, and occasionally 
guided you whenever the opportunity 
arose. Now, however, our numbers have 
been increased In preparation for a 
further step In the devebpment of your 
planet... Some of you have seen our 
’advanced guard' al repidy.. You-have met 
us often In the streets of your cities, 
and you have not noticed us. But when, 
we flash through your skies in ^h^ 
^nci^n^ 
amazed...” 

The lack of an occult tradition of UFOs 
could, possibly be answered by another 
quotation (10): "If we chose to remain 
invisible, we could do so, easily, and, 
in fact. We have done so almost without 
exception for hundreds of years.. But . 
you must become accustomed to our shapes 
in your skies, for one day they will be 
familiar, friendly and reassuring sights. 

As noted before the description of the 
saucers used by the lesser brotherhoods 
according to Richard Kleninger were 
exact rep Iicas of the Adamski saucer. 
•Could the Adamski, Menger and other 
contacts have been psychological tests 
from the brotherhoods?.May the‘Venus 
origin have been given as a front to 
cover their real^ hiding place? 

There are Indications pointing in this 
direction in "From Outer Space" by 
Howard Menger (II): "Let us assume that 
there is on this planet a group of 
scientifically minded and spiritually 
dedicated men and women who are working 
to accomplish this great task (a cultural 
renalssance-tIB)... To continue their 
•work and remain effective, they must of 
necessity remain behind the scenes. 
However, they can, in the. interest of 
humanity in general, send out hints as 
“ to what'Vd 11 take, place in the near 
future'^ Perhaps^ they send out scouts to 
make personal contacts for the specific 
reason of determining the reactions of 
everyday people. Perhaps it is done as 
a 'smoke-screen' to temporariIy. keep 
secret the real work...‘There are per¬ 
haps, m.ahy bases of operation already 
established on, under and above this 
earth which prepare to meet this.coming 
challenge..." 


Although MengSr claims that Venus, Mars 
andtSaturn ,are the source from which sau¬ 
cers come he also has something to say 
anent esoteric brotherhoods (12): "There 
are also space craft, though of Inferior 
design,whlcb are buiIf by people of this 
■planet. These people are in communication 
with people from other planets. They 
are people who possess a 'high spiritual 
.understanding and have reached an aware¬ 
ness of natural- law;- therefore they have 
been entrusted with Information enabling 
them to construct such craft." • ' 

From the above few quotations we can 
clearly see that the esoteric inter¬ 
vention theory is not new but simp l.y a 
variation of an age old belief. During 
this study I have uncovered many other 
sources with a possible relevance to this 
theory, but many, of these sources are 
so closely interwoven with the inner 
earth theory that I have refralhed from 
presenting them here. 

What is the value of th.ls type o*f study? 

It is of course very easy to criticize 
comparisons I ike this. By mixing ufo¬ 
logical and occult sources you can.find 
support for just any wild Idea. Trying 
to explain one unknown with another un¬ 
known must be considered the ultimate of 
speculation. But the complexity of the 
UFO enigma forces us to try every 
avenue of approach. We should leave no 
stone unturned. A source study . I ike this 
has its value in clarifying an alternative 
explanation model. ..

The latest Issue of the Swedish UFO maga¬ 
zine UF0-.ln format I on (I) features a story 
about Lllll-Ann Karlsson, a young girl 
from Vastervik (2) who on the night bet¬ 
ween Dec 3 and 4, 1979 experienced some¬ 
thing out of the ordinary on the Brevlk 
hills, a recreation area of the town. 

What she saw paralyzed and shocked her. 

LI IM-Ann (whose surname today Is Thors- 
son and she lives In LInkSpIng) tells how 
she - at one o'clock In the night - felt 
the urge for a walk before going to sleep. 
Being a moonlit night she Intended to 
walk around the Brevlk hills, directly 
behind her place of living at LSngrevs- 
gatan 43. " - 

She was walking with her hands In the 
jacket pockets and looking Into the 
ground. As Lllll-Ann suddenly raised her 
eyes she stopped, paralyzed. Ahead she 
spotted a luminous object hovering about 
one meter above the ground. She felt her¬ 
self observed and soon two creatures ca¬ 
me around from behind the object. They 
were tall like human beings, about 180 
ems, but much thinner. 

-I couldn't hear It, but.In a strange 
way I ^ej 2 sed that they were discussing 
my person. I felt redidlous In their 
presence but suddenly I heard a voice' 
beside me saying I shouldn't be afraid. 

The aliens went up to her agg^one of them 
gSve LI I Il-Ann Its hand. She°somethlng In 
the'hand, like a bar of‘chocolate. She 
didn't move from her spot, however, and 
.did not raise her arms either. 

The creatures continued to talk among 
themselves and after.a while they retur¬ 
ned to their vehicle. They disappeared 
behind It just asthey had appeared. Lll¬ 
ll-Ann noticed a weak.cloud of smoke co¬ 
ming from the bottom of the object. Then, 
all of a sudden, the object was gone. 

She cannot describe how this occurred. 


At the same moment the paralyzatlon dis¬ 
continued and she could move freely. 

Crying she ran to her apartment. She was 
close to a collapse when she arrived home 
to her friend. This friend confirmed that 
she behaved In a very Strange way. 

One of the next days she visited the place 
of the encounter In the company of a local 
Inhabitant, who Is a ufologist, to see If 
there were traces left by the object. No: 
traces, like depressed or burnt grass, 
were found. 


Lllll-Ann made a sketch of her sighting 
as well as taking notes.
